The life of a champion is no bed of roses— as Bruno Sam- 
martino knows and Pedro Morales is quickly finding out. 
The schedule is much harder, the opponents are much 
tougher, and the responsibility to fans and promoters 
is much bigger. So far, Pedro has weathered the storm. 
But people are wondering... 


The sight of Pedro with his arm 
raised in victory has become 

a familiar one in and around 
New York—just the way it was 
when the idolized Bruno Sam- 
martino held the championship.

losing it. The valuable adornment is 
now in the possession of popular Ped- 
ro Morales. How long can he hold.it? 
“That's a very difficult question,” 
Pedro admits. “There are so many 
things about being champion I never 
realized before. I am very proud of

the honor, but I am facing new pres- 
sures.” 

Among those pressures, naturally, 
is an increased schedule. As cham- 
pion, Pedro is a very valuable attrac- 
tion. And if promoters had their way, 
he'd be on the card every night. 

“Before I was the champ I could 
take off a week or two if I wanted,” 
he said. “I could fly down to Puerto

Rico and relax. If I wrestled four 
times a week it was a lot. Now I have 
to turn down bookings and I hate to 
do that. But if I accepted every offer 
from every promoter there wouldn't 
be enough days in the week. And 
that’s just in the east. Promoters all 
over the country want me. I’ve been 
wrestling as much as five times a 
week. It’s tiring, let me tell you. But 
it’s part of the responsibilities that 
goes with being champion.” 

It is often said that being champion 
means you have to be a big drawing 
card. Do you think you can continue 
to be one? 

“I don’t see why not,” Pedro re- 
plied. “In my match with Ivan Ko- 
loff, when I won the title, we broke 
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the Madison Square Garden attend- 
ance record. And we broke that rec- 
ord a few weeks after when I wrestled 
Blackjack Mulligan. I realize that 
promoters need big crowds. They lay 
out a lot of money to book a show in- 
to the Garden and other big arenas. 
Since people come out to see the 
champion, a champion must be a 
strong drawing card. So far I’ve been 
very lucky. The people are coming 
Out to see me wherever I wrestle. 
And that’s another thing that makes 
it harder. When people spend their 
hard-earned dollars to see the champ 
he can’t let them down. I can’t ever 
take it easy. It isn’t fair to the people. 
That's one of the things Bruno em- 
phasized when he told me what it’s 


like to be champion. ‘Whether you 
win or lose,’ he said, ‘always do your 
best. There will be some people in 
the audience who are able to watch 
you for only that one night in a whole 
year. They may be poor people who 
saved to buy that ticket bit by bit. 
You cannot disappoint them. Bruno 
was right.” 

Morales was lucky that Sammar- 
tino was able to warn him about the 
pressures that go with being cham- 
pion. But still, Morales is being con- 
fronted with situations he simply nev- 
er dreamed about before. 

“The one thing I’ve learned from 
all this so far is that I never really un- 
derstood or appreciated Bruno be-

fore. Only when you're the champ 
can you understand what a champ 
goes through. Every night is a life- 
or-death-match. There are no more 
easy opponents. Each time you are 
wrestling a top contender who wants 
that belt more than anything else in 
the world. 

“Another thing is that my oppo- 
nents seem to be getting bigger all 
the time. Mulligan is 6-7 and weighs 
315 pounds. That’s a lot of man to 
handle. For a man of my size, and I’m 
no small guy, wrestling these giants 
night after night takes a lot out of 
you.” 

Fortunately, Morales has always 
kept himself in top shape. But with 
the increased schedule he simply isn’t 
able to visit the gym as often as he 
used to. Is it hurting him? 

“It is a strain,” he admits. “Being 
constantly on the go and wrestling 


only the top men has got to be more 
difficult. But even though I do not get 
as much time to workout as I used to 
I don’t think it will hurt me. Instead 
of training I have that many more 
matches. And believe me, real bouts 
are better for keeping in shape than 
gym workouts. But it is definitely 
more tiring. Sometimes I’m so ex- 
hausted I can hardly lift my head off 
the pillow in the morning. More 
matches also means there is less time 
for my wounds to heal—for bruises 
to mend and for aches and pains to 
go away. When you're champion how 
do you explain to a promoter or the 
people that you'd rather cancel out 
of a match because your shoulder is 
stiff and sore from the night before. 
You can’t. That's part of your respon- 
sibility. In the match Bruno lost his 
title to Koloff he was wrestling with 
an injury. A few nights before he seri- 


ously injured his shoulder when he 
was thrown out of a ring in Pittsburgh. 
But when 20,000 people buy tickets 
to see you wrestle you don’t call off 
the bout just because you've been 
hurt.” 

So far Pedro has managed to han- 
dle all the pressures. He has filled as 
many committments as is humanly 
possible. He has willingly met all op- 
ponents promoters have thrown at 
him. He hasn’t really had a day off 
since he won the title: He is setting 
record attendance figures wherever 
he wrestles. He has kept himself in 
top condition. He has pleased the 
fans who have paid to watch him. But 
he is still awed by what Sammartino 
was able to do. 

“Eight years!” Pedro exclaimed. 
“He went through this for eight long 
years. That sounds impossible. Eight

\ X ) HEN YOU THINK of sports 

in Toronto, Canada, you nat- 
urally think of ice hockey; Canada’s 
national pastime. But there is one 
man who can attract more people to 
Maple Leaf Gardens, Toronto’s his- 
toric sports palace and home of the 
Toronto Maple Leafs, than any team 
of puck passers. That man is the de- 
spised Sheik, who also happens to be 
one of the world’s leading profession- 
al wrestlers. And to prove it, more 
than 52,000 irate Torontonians turn- 
ed out for a recent series of bouts be- 
tween the Sheik and Hindu favorite, 
Tiger Jeet Singh. 

There is no city on earth that 
harbors so much ill feeling towards 
an athlete as Toronto does towards 
the Sheik. Is all that bitterness justi- 
fied? 

“It sure as hell is!” fumed one vet- 
eran Toronto mat fan. “That Sheik is 
an animal! Why, he’s ruined more of 
our boys than anything else. They 
ought to throw him into jail and bury 
the key! They'd be doing mankind a 
big service.” 

Abdullah Farouk, who speaks for 
and manages the Sheik, is at a loss to 
explain the bitterness which exists 
between his Arabian terror and the 
good people of Toronto. Says Fa- 
rouk: “Sure, people climb all over 
the Sheik no matter where he wres- 
tles. They hate his guts because 
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We hate The Sheik as much as you do. But we think 
it’s a damned shame when he has to take on not on- 
ly his opponent, but the whole darned town, too!

they’re scared to death of him. But 
that’s okay with us. We couldn’t care 
less. But Toronto? That’s another 
thing. These jerks have an absolute 
mania about him. They even throw 
things at him on the streets! And 
some restaurants refuse to serve us. 
‘We can’t take the chance,’ the res- 
taurant owners say. We need police 
protection wherever we go.” 

Farouk recalled the time he and 
the Sheik were driving from Detroit 
to Toronto. “We stopped at the Ca- 
nadian border and this big border 
guard sticks his ugly face through the 
window of our car. He recognized the 
Sheik and sneered. ‘If I had my way,’ 
he growled, ‘I'd never let you into 
Canada. I'd tell you to turn around 
and get the hell back to the States!’ 

“But that border jerk didn’t have 
the authority to stop us from enter- 
ing Canada so he begrudgingly let 
us pass. I swear, I felt like turning the 
Sheik loose on him. If I had, they'd 
still be picking up the pieces of that 
guard!” 

The only thing that makes Toronto 
bearable for the Sheik and Farouk is 
their tremendous appeal—in a 
strange kind of way—and the enor- 
mous amount of dollars it means to 
them. Proof of this is the fact that 
scalpers can easily hustle tickets for 
twice their face value before every 
Sheik bout at Maple Leaf Gardens. 

“We know why they go for all that 
dough,” sneered Farouk. “They want 
to see my man get his brains knocked 
out. They should live so long! They'll 
never see it happen. Not as long as 
I'm calling the shots.” 

Farouk, as usual, was calling the 
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shots during the Sheik’s series of 
blood baths with Jeet Singh. The 
good people of Toronto will never 
forget the horrifying sight of the 
Sheik pulling something that looked 
like a sharp screwdriver out of his 
trunks and ramming it into Singh’s 
face! And they'll never forget the 
gusher of blood that spewed down 
Singh’s face from that unprecedented 
attack. 

That happened during their first 
match—when it took no less than 
seven other wrestlers, who had been 
watching from the rear of the arena, 
to pry the Sheik and Singh apart and, 
without doubt, save Singh’s life! It 
was that kind of an orgy. 

One week later, the Sheik and 


Singh were back in Maple Leaf Gar-_ 


dens for a return match—this time in 
what was billed as a “Texas Death 
Match” (and we'll never know why it 
wasn’t billed as a “Canadian Death 
Match”). But no matter, Maple Leaf 
Gardens was again filled to capacity 
with an angry crowd that hoped to 
see the Sheik ripped limb from limb. 
They were terribly disappointed. 
What they saw instead was the Sheik 
looking like a mobile hardware store 
—he brought everything into the ring 
with him except a blow-torch! Poor 
Jeet Singh was even sprayed in the 
face with some irritating solution 
from an aerosol spray can. He was 
bitten, gouged, kicked and there was 
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even an attempt to castrate him! Yes, 
that’s right. The Sheik dug a knife 
into Singh’s trunks. It was absolutely 
ghastly. Women keeled over. Men 
shirked back in terror. What kind of 
an animal is this? He should be lynch- 
ed! 

Singh was so badly battered he 
looked like a steer that had escaped 
from the slaughterhouse with the job 
of killing half done. But the popular 
Indian star hung in there, giving a 
display of unequaled courage that 
had the crowd practically in tears. 
“This,” they gasped, “is a man. A 
man of rare courage!” 

Singh battled back. He actually 
got the upper hand mid-way in the 
savage match and had the Sheik on 
his back, begging for mercy. But each 
time the Hindu appeared ready to ap- 
ply the finisher, he was met by some 
kind of metallic object that was jab- 
bed into his face. 

It went that way, back and forth, 
for more than half an hour, before 
the referee finally disqualified the 
Sheik (why he waited that long the 
good people of Toronto will never 
know). But it did set the stage for the 
third and, we hope, final match of the 
brutal series (wrestling couldn’t pos- 
sibly take another such series of 
bouts). 

You couldn’t buy a ticket for the 
final bout—not for less than $100. 
And more than 50 threats were made

His back turned on his opponent, 
The Sheik snarls at jeering 
ringsiders and at the same time 
holds the pointed pencil in his 
hand like a switchblade. 
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on the Sheik’s life in the one week 
preceding the finale. On the night of 
the big blow off, the largest crowd in 
the history of Toronto wrestling jam- 
packed every available inch of Maple 
Leaf Gardens. 

Even veteran Toronto promoter 
Frank Tunney was astonished (and 
it takes a great deal to astonish the 
placid Mr. Tunney). “I’ve never seen 


anything like it in my whole life,” 


Frank gasped. “Where did all these 
people come from?” Tunney paused 
and couldn't help glowing. “But I’m 
awfully glad to see them. This is a 
new attendance record.” 

Farouk, as usual, demanded and 
got police protection. It even took a 
special detail of officers to get the 
Sheik and Farouk from the dressing 
room into the ring without being rip- 
ped apart by the snarling crowd. And, 
when the Sheik attacked Jeet Singh 
before the opening bell rang and rip- 
ped off Jeet’s jacket, Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens exploded in bedlam. But it 
didn’t stop the Sheik. He beat a mer- 
ciless two-fisted tattoo on every part 
of the Hindu’s anatomy, raising ugly 
welts on his back and neck. A cut 
was opened under Singh’s left eye 
and a kick on his right shoulder seem- 
ed to numb his entire arm. 

Yelled one ringsider who had to be 
restrained from leaping into the ring: 
“Stop that animal! Stop him before 
it’s too late! What's gonna happen 
when the bell rings?” 

What was feared did happen after 
the bell rang. The Sheik went wild! 
Without the use of any legitimate 
hold—exceptan occasional headlock, 
which he quickly turned into an il- 
legal choke hold—the ferocious Arab 
quickly had the dazed and bewilder- 
ed Singh drowning in his own blood. 

But the courageous Singh refused 
to quit and he tried to fight back as 
best he could. He did a good job of 
it—for a while, but the trouble was 
he picked the wrong target! 

After one particularly savage Sheik 
assault, Singh, unable to see through 
his blood-clouded eyes, made a grab 
for what he thought was the Sheik. It 
wasn’t. What Jeet had grabbed was 
referee Tiger Tasker, and he was 
clobbering the hell out of him. Then 
Singh locked the official in his fa- 
mous cobra hold—one of the most 
painful weapons in wrestling. Tasker 
screamed out in agony just before he 
passed into unconsciousness. 

While all this was going on, the 
Sheik, on Farouk’s cunning orders, 
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Farouk’s strategy was obvious: Why 
waste strength and risk disqualifica- 
tion when Singh was beating himself? 

The strategy worked to perfection. 


‘Alternate referee Bunny Dunlop 


leaped to Tasker’s rescue and order- 
ed Singh to release his hold. But 
Singh, half out of his mind with a 
combination of rage and terror, 
didn’t hear a word Dunlop said. He 
even increased the deadly pressure 
of his cobra hold. 

Dunlop called for the police, who 
came running and finally pried Singh 
off the unconscious Tiger Tasker. 
Then Dunlop walked over to the 
Sheik and raised his hand in victory.

The crowd was outraged, but al- 
ternate referee Dunlop had no 
choice. 

“What else could I do?” he would 
say later. “I certainly couldn't dis- 
qualify the Sheik. After all, he was 
just standing there in the corner 
watching.” 

With a grinning Farouk leading the 
way, the Sheik half walked, half ran 
back to the dressing room. 

“Well, we did it again,” crowed 
Farouk. “We came up here to Toron- 
to again, where they hate our guts, 
and we won our 12th victory in a row. 
How’s that for winning against the 
odds?” 

About a half hour later, Farouk ad- 
justed his blood-red fez atop his head, 
grinned like the cat that had just 
swallowed the canary, and headed 
for promoter Frank Tunney’s office 
to pick up his check—the largest ever 
paid a visiting wrestler in Toronto. 
But the arrogant Farouk had a few 
more things to say about the good 
people of Toronto: 

“They're really not all that bad, 
you know. They get a little excited 
when they see a great wrestler like 
the Sheik. Which is only natural. Af- 
ter all, they don’t get a chance to see 
greatness very often...” iB 


Buddy Colt tried doing the “right” thing. “Man did | try,” 
he'll tell you. “I gave it all | had. And right from the heart! 
But it didn’t work. In fact, it stunk! That's why I say...” 


EW WRESTLERS HAVE held 

as many championships, made 
as much money or done as much 
traveling as Buddy Colt. Of course 
the blond, Georgia State Champion 
isn’t as well loved as he might be. 
But he really doesn’t care. Buddy 
believes he has found the key to 
success—and he sums it up in his 
own words: 

“It’s more profitable to be a vil- 
lain.” 

Colt, an ex-Marine, began his 
career as a clean wrestler. He even 
had fans asking him for autographs. 
He liked the cheers. 

“But I wasn’t going anywhere,” 
he remembered. 

“Clean wrestlers are a dime a doz- 
en! There are thousands of them 
most people never heard of. They

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take the same lumps as I do. They 
get their bones broken just as often. 
And what do they have to show for 
it? Nothing! Except for a few like 
Sammartino and Funk most of them 
never make it. I was heading down 
that same road. Then one day I 
woke up. If I was going to get my 
ribs cracked and my arms broken 
then you better believe I was going 
to make it worth my while. Auto- 
graphs don’t buy groceries. You can’t 
deposit cheers at the bank. I changed 
my style and I haven’t regretted it 
for a minute.” 

Buddy picked up a barbecued rib, 
gnawed on it, and continued... 
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“While those other guys are being 
cheered, patted on the back, signing 
autographs or being mobbed by 
girls, I keep very busy making trips 
to the bank and talking to my stock 
broker. Other times I sit in my lawn 
chair in front of my beautifuly, very 
expensive, Spanish-style home or I 
lie around my swimming pool. Some- 
times I just climb into one of my 
beautiful automobiles and take a 
ride to the mountains or the beach. 
Nobody bothers me for autographs. 

“For six years I was what the an- 
nouncers call a ‘popular favorite.’

punishment in the ring because 1 
wouldn’t do anything against the 
tules. Let’s face it — some nights I 
was getting the hell kicked out of 
me. And for what? Finally I got 
smart. If I have to walk around with 
scars and stitches and broken bones 
I'd better be getting paid for it. I 
don’t regret having made the change. 
Let the other guys sign the auto- 
graphs.” 

There’s no doubt that the change 
in attitude has paid off for Buddy 
Colt. He has wrestled all over the 
United States, winning various state 
and area championships. In Japan he 
won the Far East crown and found 
success in Australia and England, 
too. And: since he became a villain 
he’s always been a main event wrest- 


ler. When you're a main event wrest- 
ler it means one thing — money. 
Big money! 

“At first,” Colt said, “it used to 
bother me when all the so-called arm- 
chair experts got on my back for 
turning villain. They sit back on 
their rear ends watching TV or in 
the audience and they've always 
got a comment. If any of those pen- 
cil-necked geeks or punks ever had 
enough guts to get into the ring 
they'd get clobbered. One body 
slam and they'd never shoot off their 
big mouths again. But all that doesn’t 
bother me any more. 

“Now when I stand there in the 
middle of the ring with my hand 
raised and all these idiots are booing 
their lungs out, I just think about 
going back to my expensive home 
and maybe taking a dip in my pool. 


I'll relax and get some sun. Mean- 
while, those heroes are selling shoes 
to make a few extra bucks. And all 
they can do is dream about the things 
I already have and the places I’ve 
already been to.” 

To prove his point, Buddy spoke 
about a wrestler who began his pro 
career at about the same time he 
did. He drew a comparison. 

“I won't mention any names,” 
Colt said, “because he’s a nice guy 
and I wouldn’t want to embarrass 
him. But we started out together in 
Tennessee and worked out in the 
gyms. He was one of those clean- 
living guys who was out to murder 
all the villains. At that time I felt 
the same way. We used to talk about 
teaming up and going after all the 
bad guys. Well, we both began travel- 
ing around the country, wrestling in 
preliminaries. Neither one of us was

Quickly, the 300-pound guided mis- 
sile got up. He put his hand on his 
bandage-covered elbow and walked 
away. The torture, for this night 
at least, was over. 

Abdullah’s elbow — the elbow that 
cuts like a knife —had done its work 
well. And once again, the mystery of 
whether or not the Turkish madman 
keeps anything under his protective 
bandage remained unsolved. 

Wrestlers have claimed that the 
sadistic Abdullah keeps a sharp ob- 
ject concealed beneath that band- 
age. Why else, they claim, would it 
cut through an opponent's skin like 
a scalpel? But Abdullah has never 
been caught with it. And he explodes 
into a frenzy of broken English every 
time the subject is brought up. 

“They are all a bunch of cry- 
babies,” he exclaimed when he fin- 
ally calmed down enough to be 
understood. “I do not complain when 
they use my head for a soccer ball. 
I do not cry to the referee each time 
blood gushes from my head like a 
fountain. I am a professional wrest- 
ler. I am proud of it. I live with pain 
and accept it. Why can’t they? 

“Many people say my flying elbow 
should be outlawed. Okay. Then

let’s outlaw the dropkick, the spin- 
ning toehold, the backbreaker, the 


body slam. Let’s outlaw wrestling 
altogether! 

“This is a man’s sport. It is a rough 
sport. Let those crybabies who can’t 
take punishment take up bowling 
or golf!” 

But what about your elbow band- 
age? What’s underneath it? 

“I do not hide anything. I do not 
have a need to hide anything. | wear 
the bandage for protection. Without 
the padding to protect me, I would 
injure my elbow when I come flying 
down on my opponent. Don’t boxers 
have their hands taped before they 
put on gloves? They are protecting 
their hands, their livelihood. I am 
protecting my elbow. It is my living.” 
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Abdullah’s controversial elbow- 
crusher is not new to wrestling. 
Johnny Valentine introduced it. But 
it was Abdullah who developed it 
into probably the most lethal of all 
ring weapons. 

It is somewhat like a flying drop- 
kick. But instead of smashing into 
his opponent with both feet, Abdul- 
lah The Butcher soars through the 
air and comes crashing down with 
his right elbow. The force of the 
slashing elbow has cracked ribs. It 
could even kill if directed at a vol- 
nerable part of the body. 

One well-known star, who asked 


Abdullah’s former man-

not to be identified, has lost to both 
Valentine and Abdullah. He admit- 
ted: “When Valentine slammed his 
elbow into my head the lights went 
out. Fast! Painless! 

“But when Abdullah gave it to me, 
I got dizzy and blood started to pour 
down my face. He gave it to me a- 
gaint More blood. Then once more 
and I was gone. Honest, I thought 
he was using a knife on me!” 

One of Abdullah’s victims, Jacques 
Rougeau, admits, “That big Turk is 
as tough as they come. J don’t think 
he’s afraid of anything. But he has 
more than an elbow-crusher. That’s 
his knockout punch. He uses that 
only after he’s worn down an op- 
ponent. He’s strong as a bear and just 
as ruthless. He bounced me around 
the ring until I was exhausted. Then 
he took off like a high diver and 
came crashing down with that elbow 
pointed at my chest. I tried with all 
my strength to roll out of the way, 
but I couldn’t make it. That’s the 
last thing I can remember.” 

There is a man, however, who 
can’t wait to meet Abdullah The 
Butcher— Johnny Valentine. 

“T’'ve challenged that oversized ape 
a dozen times,” says Big John. 

“I've sent him letters and telegrams. 
I even sent him a box of candy for 
Valentine’s Day with a little card 
attached...‘Choke on these Abdul- 
lah’. 

“You know what? I think he’s too 
scared to match elbows with me. 
No wrestling, just flying elbows. 
We'll start out standing on our feet, 
each taking turns throwing elbows. 
All I need ‘is one shot and he’s gone! 

“If he wants, I'll even lay down and 
wait for him to come at me. I'll give 
him first crack. What more can a 
guy do? He can’t keep running away 
from me forever,” moaned Valentine. 

The terrible Turk, however, says 
he’s not running away from Valen- 
tine’s challenge. He just isn’t inter- 
ested, that’s all.

Wrestlers 


They don’t allow it in most 
countries, but in Germany it 
has been a booming business 
for years and years 


\ X ] RESTLING IN THE United 
States has become pretty 
raunchy. 

Fans in Texas have seen such 
things as “Chain Matches” and 
“Mixed Matches,” while those in 
California view such unbelievable 
occurrences as “22-man tag team 
matches” and “Sicilian Death 
matches.” In the midwest and 
parts of the east “Cage Matches” 
are all the rage. 

At best, they’re all tame stuff! 

Because in Hamburg, Germany, 
night clubs are featuring “Girl 
Mud Matches.” And once you've 
seen one of them, what goes on 
in U.S. rings looks like a quilting 
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party by comparison. 

Of course, when our reporter 
called from Germany during his 
vacation, we suspected he was 
either drunk or out of his mind. 
But when he sent us these photos 
to back up his story we knew he 
had stumbled onto one of the 
weirdest wrestling tales of all 
time. 

The matches, always involving 
women, aren't even held in rings. 
They're held in night clubs cater- 
ing to the tourist trade—and a 
windowside seat is as prized a 
possession as a pair of Super 
Bowl tickets. 

The “ring” is glass enclosed on

two sides with drapes providing 
the backdrop. Instead of canvas, 
the floor consists of black ankle- 
deep mud which, since it is sur- 
rounded by concrete, is actually 
a pit. The women wrestle inside 
the mud pit and are not allowed 
on the concrete. Oh yes. There's 
something else: from the waist 
up—the ladies are totally nude! 

After all the patrons are com- 
fortably seated and the first round 
of drinks is served, the lights dim 
and the evening's contestants pa- 
rade down the aisles wearing only 
trunks and Hawaiian leis around 
their necks. Unlike other Euro- 
pean cities, in which models or 


students are sometimes used, 
these gals are all professional 
wrestlers—and as can be easily 
seen—they come in all sizes and 
certainly in all shapes. 

Each match is one fall with a 
15-minute time limit. And al- 
though some of the ladies are 
quite heavy, the weight advan- 
tage is neutralized by the mud. 
The smaller, thinner girls seem to 
move around better, while the 
heavier girls seem to have prob- 
lems holding their balance. 

The first match featured a slim, 
preity girl named Francine against 
a fat, heavy villain-type named, 
believe-it-or-not, Helga the Hor- 
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Before getting down to the 
real business of the night, 
the girls parade through 
the nightclub as warm spot-

rible. 

When it comes to style and 
science the mud wrestlers don't 
even come close to our Ameri- 
can gals. But what they lack in 
finesse they make up for in 
energy. 

As they donned bathing caps 
to protect their hair, Helga, who 
looks like one of those Russian 
tractor drivers, grabbed Fran- 
cine from behind and slammed 
her into the mud with a body slam. 
Attempting to press her advan- 
tage, she went for the flying body 
press. Need we say what hap- 
pened? 

The quicker Francine rolled 
away and Helga—all 240 pounds 
of her—landed, er... chest first in 
the mud. Helga’s splash sent mud 
flying all over the place and those 
in the seats closest were forced 
to hold up napkins to prevent be- 
ing splattered. 

But even the few who did get 
mud on them didn’t mind. This 
was too good to miss. 


Some of the “girls” are as much as 50 years old, while others are in their 
teens, When the matches are made, no consideration is given to weight— 
the matchmaker simply points his finger and says, “You'll wrestle her 
tonight.” And while the matches are going on, food and drinks are served 


to the customers. Most of the customers have learned how to eat and watch 


at the same time. The wrestlers are paid about $50 for a night’s work. 


Francine immediately went 
down after Helga and the two 
rolled around in the gooey mess 
trying to clamp holds on each 
other—a not-too-easy accom- 
plishment when your opponent 
is covered with mud. 

Helga, who could give some of 
our U.S. villains a few lessons, 
stunned the audience by throw- 
ing mud in Francine’s eyes. But 
the little heroine quickly got even 
by sticking mud inside Helga's 
trunks—an extremely irritating ex- 
perience, so we are told. 

Finally, after about 12 minutes 
of grappling, Helga the Terrible 
finished Francine off with a per- 
fect backdrop which sent the 
smaller girl smashing into the 
mud. She then applied the Ger- 
man version of what seemed to 
be a Boston Crab hold and it was 


all over. Muddy but unbowed, 
Helga raised her arm in victory. 
There are no referees. 

The rest of the evening's match- 
es went pretty much the same 
way. Occasionally, a patron who 
had too much to drink, would try 
to join in the mudbath. But the 
bouncers usually managed to in- 
tercept such hopefuls before they 
could reach the pit. 

If the entire thing sounds weird 
to you—we agree. But if you're 
ever in the St. Pauli district of 
Hamburg, drop in and see the 
lady mud wrestlers. If you enjoy 
the show, our reporter noted, it 
is perfectly all right to raise your 
glasses and toast the wrestlers. 

The favorite toast? 

Our man_ suggested, 
mud in your eye.”

We tried to find out why the Funks 
and the Briscos, who had once been 
such good friends, declared all out 
war on each other. We even agreed 
to serve as mediator by having them 
all come to lunch as our guests. But 
the situation in this tragic battle has 
gotten so far out of hand that both 
families refused to join us if the oth- 
er were present. 

We did the next best thing. After 
a breakfast meeting with the Brisco 
clan we would hear the Funks’ side 
of it at lunch. And after both meet- 
ings it appeared that the facts have 
become so distorted that the hatred 
built up may never be erased. 

Jack and Jerry Brisco were almost 
finished with their steak and potatoes 
when we entered the restaurant. 

“You didn’t bring those. stinking 
Funks with you I hope,” said Jerry 
as we sat down. “It’s bad enough we 
have to talk about them so early in 
the morning.

second later I blacked out.”

But I knew that if I did he would 
be disqualified for outside interfer- 
ence and that’s the last thing Jack 
wanted. It was just as well I didn’t A 
few seconds later the curfew bell 
rang and the match was declared a 
draw. I ran into the ring to help Jack 
and as I was helping him out of the 
ring something smashed into my 
back! 

“At first I though somebody had 
just thrown something into the ring. 
But then it happened again and I 
went down. When I looked up there 
was Dory Sr. standing there, kicking 
away. Jack grabbed him and pulled 
him away from me, but then Dory 
started to belt Jack. To make things 
worse, Dory Jr. got up and ran in to 
help his old man. Naturally, that 
chicken, Terry Funk, had to put his 
two cents in also. We all slugged 
away for 10 minutes until the police 
finally broke it up. And do you know 
what Dory Sr. told the promoters 
when they asked him why he started 
kicking me?

This 
was the fourth time 
Ivan found himself 
caught in the painful 
hold, and when he 
finally managed to 
break loose, he 
could barely stand. 
Right: Funk heads 
for corner while 
holding his stomach 
in agony after Ivan 
punched him in groin. 


Willie McCovey, Richie Allen, Har- 
mon Killebrew, Johnny Bench, Carl 
Yastrzemski and Ernie Banks! They 
are a bunch of sluggers who can 
knock the ball out of the park. Any- 
one who steps into the ring with me 
is a home run hitter.” 

Dory reeled off a long list of chal- 
lengers he has beaten sirice 1969. 

When he got to Ivan Koloff, he 
stopped. 

“Not many people know I wrestled 
Koloff,” Dory chuckled as if reveal- 
ing a secret for the first time. “And 
it isn’t often—if ever—that I wrestle 
a man from the East Coast. Not that 
I don’t want to, mind you. In fact, 
there’s nothing I'd like better than 
to defend my title against fellows like 
Sammartino, Pedro Morales and the 
other big guys from around New 
York. But that’s the political part 
of wrestling, and I make it a point 
never to get involved in politics. 

“Getting back to Koloff,” Dory 
continued, “I wrestled him in Toron- 
to back in May 1969, soon after I 
won the title. I'll never forget him. 
What a powerhouse. What a wild- 
man. Take it from me, anybody who 
gets into the ring with him is taking 


early in the match, Funk 


his life in his hands. But taking my 
life in my hands three or four times 
a week is part of the price of being 
the heavyweight champion of the 
world.” 

Dory leaned back in his chair, 
sipped more orange juice and turned 
back the clock to that night in Toron- 
to when he waited in his corner for 
the bell to start him on his way 
against the gigantic Ivan Koloff. 

“TI tried to set him up for my bull- 
doggin’ hold,” Dory recalled. “He 
just shoved out his chest, which look- 


ed like a big tent, and I went bounc- 
ing off like a rubber ball. I tried 
again. The same thing happened. 

“I knew I couldn’t outmuscle him, 
so I didn’t even try,” Dory said. “I 
kept shooting for his legs because 
experience has taught me that power- 
houses like Koloff aren’t so powerful 
in their legs. It is their weakest point. 

“I knocked him over a few times 
with flying tackles; caught him with 
body blocks after | bounced him off 
the ropes and, when I felt he had 
slowed down, I went for what to me 
is the big finisher—the spinning leg- 
lock.” 

The spinning leglock, the hold 
Dory learned from his famous father, 
proved Koloff’s undoing, just as it 
has proved the undoing of hundreds 
of other Funk challengers all over 
the world. 

“He came very close to breaking 


loose,” Dory recalled with a sigh, 
“put I managed to keep him on the 
floor while at the same time ap- 
proaching maximum pressure. No- 
body, no matter how big, strong or 
tough he is, can survive the spinning 
leglock when properly applied. And 
I had it perfectly applied on Koloff 
that night. He was through. He knew 
it. | knew it. The referee knew it. 
The crowd knew it. And I don’t mind 
admitting I was never more relieved 
in my life. It was really a big win for 


, 


me.

Of course that wasn’t the end of 
Ivan Koloff, as every wrestling fan 
knows. Far from it. Two years later, 
in the spring of 1971, the Russian 
giant was destined to spring one of 
the greatest upsets in sports history 
when he ended Bruno Sammartino’s 
record championship reign in New 
York to annex the WWWFE heavy- 
weight crown. 

“IT wasn’t surprised when I learned 
Koloff had beaten Sammartino,” 
Dory Funk recalled. “In fact, I pick- 
ed him to win when I first found out 
about the match. I figured all Koloff 
needed to lick Bruno were a couple 
of breaks. I guess he, got them.” 

But Ivan didn’t hold the belt very 


long. In fact, his reign proved to be 
one of the shortest in history. A few 
weeks after he upset Sammartino, 
Koloff lost-his title to Pedro Morales. 

Did Koloff’s loss to Pedro come as 
a surprise to Funk? “Yes it did,” 
Dory admitted. “I made Koloff a big 
favorite in my book. Morales must 
be a greatly improved wrestler. The 
last time I remember seeing him was 
in Los Angeles in the winter of 1970. 
He was good, mind you. I’m‘not tak- 
ing anything away from him. But I 
didn’t think he had the power to beat 
Koloff.” 

How does Funk feel about giving 
Koloff another shot at his NWA 
crown? 

“If he earns the chance it’s his,” 


Dory replied without a moment’s 
hesitation. “That’s the story of my 
life—getting into the ring with de- 
serving guys. And I don’t mind telling 
you it’s the toughest job in the world. 
Why, after wrestling a gorilla like 
that Ivan Koloff, I should have a 
month to recover. But as champion 
I don’t have that luxury.” 

And how does Ivan Koloff feel 
about the whole thing? Speaking 
through his interpreter, the gigantic 
Russian raged, “I want to wrestle 
Funk and Morales again—one right 
after the other. If I don’t kill them 
both, I go home to Moscow!” 

It’s a very interesting proposi- 
tion. 
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WHAT EVER HAPPENED TO MARLENE PARKER 


The panel moderator described 
the real Marlene Parker. 

“A few years ago,” the moderator 
said, “Marlene Parker was one of the 
best woman wrestlers in the world. 
Although the smallest girl wrestler 


—4-foot-11, 125 pounds—Marlene 
was known for her spectacular flying 
tactics. A former ballet dancer, Mar- 
lene is now a happy housewife living 
in Chicago. And she is married to a 
former wrestler.” 

Then the three gals were ques- 
tioned by the panelists. “Where were 
you born, Marlene Parker No. 1?” 
asked one of the panel members. The 
pretty redhead answered, “Elkhorn, 
Wisconsin.” Then the moderator ask- 
ed the two other women. They, too, 
said they were born in Elkhorn, Wis- 
consin. 

After a barrage of questions, the 
panelists tried to separate fact from 
fiction. It was time to vote for the 
real Marlene Parker. Did they pick 
the right one? We won't tell. 

All we'll say is that letters started 
pouring into our office from wres- 
tling fans who had seen the show and 
wanted to get in touch with Marlene. 
For a week after the program was 
aired, our phones didn’t stop ringing.

Our reporter handed her the stack 
of letters. Marlene blushed as she 
opened a few envelopes and glanced 
at what was inside. One letter said 
“Please come back, wrestling needs 
you.” Most of the other letters ran 


along the same line. They all wanted 
Marlene back in the ring. 

“T'll have to answer all these won- 
derful people,” she said. 

Then our reporter got down to 
business. 

“We followed your career until 
about 1964 and then you suddenly 
dropped out of sight. Why?” he ask- 
ed. 

“Td been wrestling professionally 
for about four years then,” she said. 
“LT loved every minute of it, but I be- 
came tired of the grueling schedule. 
I was wrestling about four nights a 
week and living out of a suitcase. I 
wanted more than that. I wanted to 
settle down and live a normal life. I 
wanted to be a woman.” 

Marlene Parker was 23-years-old 
when she quit wrestling to marry a 
wrestler—Zivko Kovacic—one of 
the hottest attractions around in the 
1960s. 

Why did she marry a wrestler? 

“It's funny, she answered. “I had 
told myself that I'd never marry a 
wrestler. Many of the male wrestlers 
I had met were animals, guys with no 
feelings. But Zivko was different. 
Once I got to know him, and it didn’t 
take long, I found out he was really 
a warm human being. He didn’t speak 
much English then. He had come to 
the United States from Zagreb, Yugo- 
slavia only a few years before we

met. I taught him English and he'd 
spend hours telling me about his 
childhood, about his farm back 
home, and what he wanted to do. He 
wanted more out of life than just 
wrestling. He wanted a wife, a fam- 
ily.” 

It didn’t take them long to realize 
they were right for each other. They 
were married. Both retired from the 
ring, Marlene to become a house- 
wife, Zivko went to work. With the 
money both of them had saved from 
wrestling, they bought a house and 
settled down. 

Marlene manages to keep busy at 
home. She spends hours in her work- 
shop. At present she is making a 
small, wooden covered wagon. She 
plays guitar, bowls and does a bit of 
reading. 

During the summer, she plays on a 
local girls’ softball team. She’s quite 
a pitcher and hurled four no-hitters 
last year. 

Oh yes, Marlene is also writing a 
book about her life as a wrestler. “I'll 
send you a free copy after it’s publish- 
ed,” she told our reporter. 


Then Marlene escorted the report- 
er to the basement which resembled 
a gymnasium, complete with bar- 
bells, rowing machine, slant boards, 
etc. 

The next question was obvious. 
“Do you and your husband plan to 
return to wrestling?” 

Marlene smiled. She didn’t really 
have to answer, but she did. 

“Don't be surprised to see both of 
us back in the ring. After all, we're 
both still young. I think Zivko is 
much stronger than he ever was. He'll 
have no trouble getting back on top 
again. As for me, hell, I’m just a lit- 
tle girl who looked sexy in the ring.

“But to be number 
one, numero uno, makes it all worth 
while. To know in my heart I am the 
very best in the whole world at my 
profession is a tremendous satisfac- 
tion.
